John Newman, a Major in the U.S. Army, has published extensively in Soviet, Chinese and 
Asian affairs. He has three degrees in East Asian history, including a doctorate from George 
Washington University. Both his doctoral dissertation and his book are based upon fifteen 
years of painstaking research into the Vietnam War during the Kennedy administration. 

David Lifton, a scientist by training, in 1981 published his book on the medical evidence 
that Kennedy's body was medically altered. Both Newman and KLifton will be available for 
interviews before and after their appearance.
